Oily are entirely destroyed, ilock Falit und 
Port Uopo aro partially destroyed. Nothing 
bas yet been board from Port Aaitin or Port 
Orescontj bat it ia hardly possible that they 
escaped. In all these towns there were largo 
Btores, many of wbich were filled with winter 
blocks, oxtansive saw mills, shingle mills, and 
doek.i covered with lumber, all of which have 
been swept away. It is said ihoro Is but one 
dock left on lha shore about Forestvillo. A 
Bluanier which left PorlAiistia last night to 
relievo thu aiillVrors returned this «vaninf 
with about foriy men, women and children, 
Gvo ol whom lire euvcrely burned. Tho revenue 
cutter Fodseudeu wbich started for Port Aos- 
leii, picked up a anil boat on tho lake; eon- 
taieing I-iaec Uruon, principal ownar ol For- 
I'stviUi'^ togetlior with his family and 18 or 
20 others., who had escaped tba flames at For- 
estvillo, The teUgrapb operator at Forestvillo 
escaped tbroagb the Ore back into Ibn coun- 
try.
